Likewise it was a topic on the 
program of the Pacific Northwest 
Farm Council starting tomorrow 
at Pendleton, Ore.

The fire departm ent arrived in 
time—but those agonizing min­ 
utes of uncertainty gave Mrs. Sy­ 
kora an idea—why not a rural 
alarm system that would avoid 
possible tragic delays from mis­ 
takes in directions? 
From her idfca the .first rural 
emergency reporting system i n 


Oklahoma is evolving. It calls for 
each rural dwelling in P a y n e 
County to be assigned a number.

Cushing and Stillwater will have 
a card file system, listing t h e 
number of each farm and out-of- 
town home, its exact location, the 
fastest route there and available 
sources of water for fire-fighting. 
The card also wall list the% num­ 
ber and types of buildings at each 
location. 
Numbered signs are being put 
up at each farm. 
In the future, w’hen calling for 
help, all a farm resident w’ill have 
to do is give his number — and 
firemen will speed on their way 
with all the information t h e % 
need to handle the situation. 
Mrs. Sykora enlisted the aid of 
Capt. William C. Buck of t h e 
Stillwater Fire Department in de­ 
veloping her plan. County groups 
added their support. 
An estimated 1.600 farms and 
suburban homes will be covered 
by the system.

In 1955, m ore than 400 billion

A t that rate, 
it w ould take only one cigarette 
in 2.000,000 to cause 200,000 fires 
a year!

Myth 1: M edical school gradu­ 
ates are not keeping pace with the 
population growth.

120 per cent. The num ber of doc­ 
tors in this country is at a record 
ratio of one to every 730 persons, 
a proportion exceeded only by Is­ 
rael, which has an abnorm al num ­ 
ber of refugee physicians. 
M yth 2: M edical schools try to 
keep their enrollm ents as low as 
possible. F act: in less 
than 
50 
years m edical school enrollm ents 
rose m ore than 128 per cent. New 
resords in the size of enrollm ents 
and graduating classes are 
con­ 
stantly being m ade. 
Myth 3: Medical schools refuse 
adm ission to a vast num ber of ap­ 
plicants. Fact: In a recent year 
m ore than half of all applicants 
w ere accepted. More and 
more, 
m edical schools are 
com peting 
with each other for the better- 
qualified applicants. 
M yth 4: Only “ A" students are 
adm itted to m edical schools. Fact. 
In a rerent year, only 17 percent 
of the students had “ A" averages 
in their prem edical work, as a- 
gainst 69 percent with “ B ” averag­ 
es and 14 percent with ” C” . Most 
m edical schools 
give 
im portant 
consideration to character, person­ 
ality, leadership, and other non­ 
scholastic factors when selecting 
applicants. 
Myth 5: Medical schools fail to 
grow with the tim es. F act. The 
num uer of approved schools in this 
country increased from 66 in 1910 
to 81 in 1955, and a num ber ot new 
schools are now being d< veioped 
At tiie saint tim e, large num bers 
of sub-standard schools and “ diplo- 
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ma m ills” have been closed. Such 
schools w ere a scandal years ago. 
Myth 6: The AMA attem pts to re­ 
strict the num ber of physicians. 
F act: The AMA has neither the 
authority nor desire to control the 
size of the enrollm ent or the num ­ 
ber of graduates. It m ay recom ­ 
mend a ceiling on enrollm ent only 
when it appears overcrowding of 
facilities m ay endanger the quality 
of instruction. 
Myth 7: Medical schools 
are 
hard pressed few operating funds 
and only the federal governm ent 
can m eet their needs. F act: Medi­ 
cal schools do need m ore income. 
The profession welcomes one-time 
federal grants to the schools for 
worthy purposes. But it 
opposes 
continuing federal aid lest the gov­ 
ernm ent seek to control that which 
it finances. Medical educators are 
confident

increased private 
funds will be m ade available to 
schools once their needs become 
m ore widely known.

Voluntary health insurance today 
is paying a record proportion of 
the average A m erican’s total m edi­ 
cal bill, Health Inform ation Foun­ 
dation . reported toda>. 
The current issue of Progress u. 
Health Services, the Foundation * 
monthly statistical bulletin, points 
out that insurance 
now 
covers 
m ore than 25 percent of the to­ 
tal Qm uai cost of all private health 


services for both insured and unin­ 
sured persons. In 1948. it covered 
some 8 percent. 
In the past eight years, the bul­ 
letin said, the proportion of total 
medical expenses m et by insur­ 
ance iryireased about three tim es 
as fast as the proportion of the U. 
S. population covered by Health 
insurance. About 112,000.000 Amer­ 
icans now* have* some form 
of 
health insurance. 
“ The rapid growth of this fin­ 
ancing m echanism in recent years 
has not only helped the individuals 
and families wrho pay for medical 
care but has also assured a stable 
source of income to finance the 
services of the individuals and in­ 
stitutions who m ust provide that 
care,” the Foundation noted. 
Despite the growth of health in­ 
surance, however, m any fam ilies 
still incur sizable charges for serv­ 
ices that their insurance contracts 
don't cover. This fact was pointed 
up in a nationwide survey conduc­ 
ted by the Foundation with the Na­ 
tional Opinion Research Center of 
the U niversity of Chicago. 
According to 
George 
Bugbee. 
president of 
Health 
Inform ation 
Foundation, “ the full potential of 
voluntary health insurance has not 
been reached.” 
As health insurance is generally 
w ritten today, Mr. Bugbee said, it 
covers the m edical costs long con­ 
sidered the m ost difficult to meet 
—the costs of hospital care and in- 
hospital physicians’ services. Yet 
some fam ilies run up high costs 
for m edical services not covered 
by insurance— physicians’ home 
and office calls, drugs, dental care 
and other services. 
It may not be wise to try to cov­ 
er all these expenses through in­ 
surance, Mr. Bugbee stated. “ In 
an average y ear—for the family 
th at visits a doctor several tim es 
and has only occasional prescrip­ 
tion costs and routine dental char­ 
ges—these are more properly out- 
of-pocket expenses. But 
for

sm all group with abnorm ally high 
expenses for m edical care land any 
fam ily m ight suddenly find itself 
in this category» there is a great 
need 
for 
broader 
coverage 
to 
spread the risks of serious contin­ 
gencies. 
“ Many Am ericans, however, are 
still not purchasing adequate cov­ 
erage against the risk involved, 
though they are quick to criticize 
m edical and hospital charges

Even though broad­ 
er coverage insurance is growing 
faster than any other type .the gen­ 
eral public does not yet fully un­ 
derstand that such coverage re­ 
quires a greater investm ent

These should begin with the orig­ 
inal farm construction and apply 
to to any new building which is 
added, as well as extending into 
every phase of the farm ’s opera­ 
tion. 
In the planning and building 
stages, spacing and construction 
of buildings are very important, 
the National Board of Fire Un­ 
derwriters declares.

general, 
10 feet between buildings is con­ 
sidered sufficient for safety.

Each phase of the farm ers daily 
work should be done with the 
threat of fire in mind. The farm ­ 
er should also inspect his entire 
farm carefully for fire hazards. 
C ardinal safety rule is that heat, 
sparks or flam es (actual or po­ 
tential) and com bustibles like hay, 
straw , gasoline or kerosene do not 
mix. Keep plenty of space be­ 
tween them . 
When fire strikes a farm, the 
farmers 
greatest enemy is 
his 
comparative isolation from the lo­ 
cal fire departm ent and perhaps 
also from an adequate water sup­ 
ply. This is why farm buildings 
often face total destruction when 
they catch fire. It is why first aid 
fire-fighting * equipment 
is 
a 
“ m ust” for every farm. 
Farm Safety 
Here is what the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters suggests: 
1. A garden hose, if you have 
water under pressure. 
Keep it 
handy: have plenty of bib-type 
outlets where you can hook it up. 
2. A back-pack pump. The tank 
holds five gallons of water and 
can be carried anywhere. 
3. Your 
fruit-spraying 
equip­ 
ment. 
It’s mobile, carries plenty 
of water and throws a good psray. 
4. A ladder, for reaching fires 
on roofs or for rescue purposes. 
5. Fire pails and buckets. Keep 
them filled with water and hang­ 
ing on hooks or brackets, one pail 
for each 400 or 500 square feet of 
building area. Cover pails to avoid 
evaporation. 
Comparatively new’ development 
is the use of a 55-gallon metal 
drum of w ater to which a small 
pump and hose can be fitted, the 
pump operating from the power 
takeoff of a tractor. Tractor can 
carrv the drum wherever needed. 


Fire 
extinguishers 
should 
be 
provided in home, barn, tool shed, 
tractor shed or storage house, and 
on the tractor or pow er equip­ 
ment. 
There is no extinguisher 
that can be used on every type of 
fire. The local fire departm ent 
can tell you what types to use in 
various locations. Be sure all ex ­ 
tinguishers bear the label of Un- 
derw'riters Laboratories, Inc. 


Water Supply 
An em ergency w ater supply is 
also im portant. Best w ay to pro­ 
vide it is by building a farm pond, 
w ithin pum ping distance of build­ 
ings. 
It should be built to the 
specifications of the Soil C onser­ 
vation 
Service. An offset sum p 
pit may be needed for possible 
use of fire trucks. 
An alternative is to build an 
em ergency cistern of at least 3.000 


gallons capacity, centrally located 
near your buildings. 
All 
w ater supplies ’ should 
be 
easily accessible by road. 
The farm should have a com­ 
plete lightning protection system 
ins’alled under the M aster Label 
service of U ndenvriters L abora­ 
tories. 
Inc.—which 
m eans 
that 
the lightning rods and down con­ 
ductors have been m anufactured 
and properly installed according to 
UL spewfications. AU wire fences 
near the barn or other buildings 
should be connected to a ground 
which may be bonded to the light­ 
ing rod ground.

rigid m etal pipes are safer. 
Always store kerosene outdoors, fill lamps and heaters outdoors.

Check pi;>es and chim neys: Clean soot out of chim neys and 
smokepipes.

Check ash receptacles: Always put ashes in covered m etal 
containers.

Fireplace care: Use a wire-m esh screen in front of fire­ 
place.

It is 
Medical Education Week, and the 
sponsorship includes the Am erican 
M edical Association, the Associa­ 
tion of Am erican Medical Colleges, 
the National Fund for Medical Edu­ 
cation, and other such organiza­ 
tions. The “ w eek’s” general pur­ 
pose is to develop public under­ 
standing of the aim s, problem s and 
progress of m edical education. 
In this connection, a leaflet pub­ 
lished by 
the 
AMA. 
entitled 
“ W hat's up With 
Our 
Medical 
Schools?” provides a mine of in­ 
form ation—and also clears up some 
more or less com mon misconcep­ 
tions. The 
booklet 
takes 
seven 
m yths which have to do with the 
state of m edical education, then 
counters them with 
the 
actual 
facts. 
Myth 1: Medical school gradu­ 
ates are not keeping pace with the 
population growth. 
F act: 
While 
our general population increased 
80 percent during 
the 
1910-1955 
era, the supply of doctors increased 
120 per cent. The num ber of doc­ 
tors in this country is at a record 
ratio of one to every 730 persons, 
a proportion exceeded only by Is­ 
rael, which has an abnorm al num­ 
ber of refugee physicians. 
Myth 2: M edical schools try to 
keep their enrollm ents as low as 
possible. F act: in less 
than 
50 
years m edical school enrollm ents 
rose more than 128 per cent. New 
resords in the size of enrollm ents 
and graduating classes are 
con­ 
stantly being m ade. 
Myth 3: Medical schools refuse 
admission to a vast num ber of ap­ 
plicant'. Fact: In a recent year 
more than half of all applicants 
were accepted. More and 
more, 
medical schools 3re 
com peting 
with each other for the better- 
qualified applicants. 
Myth 4. Only “ A” students are 
adm itted to m edical schools. Fact. 
In a rerent year, only 17 percent 
of the students had “ A” averages 
in their prem edical work, as a- 
gainst 69 percent with ” B” averag­ 
es and 14 percent with “ C” . Most 
medical schools 
give 
im portant 
consideration to character, person­ 
ality, leadership, and other non­ 
scholastic factors when selecting 
applicants. 
Myth 5: M edical schools fail to 
grow with th» 
tim es. Fact. The 
num ber of approved schools in this 
country increased from 66 in 1910 
to 81 in 1955, and a num ber ot new 
schools are now being developed 
At the sam e tim e, large num bers 
of sub-standard schools and “diplo- 
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ma m ills” have been closed. Such 
schools were a scandal years ago. 
M yth 6: The AMA attem pts to re­ 
strict the num ber of physicians. 
F act: The AMA has neither th< 
authority nor desire to control the 
size of the enrollm ent or the num ­ 
ber of graduates. It m ay recom ­ 
mend a ceiling on enrollm ent only 
when it appears overcrowding of 
facilities m a y endanger the quality 
of instruction. 
Myth 7: Medical schools 
are 
hard pressed for operating funds 
and only the federal governm ent 
can m eet their needs. F act: Medi­ 
cal schools do need more income. 
The profession welcomes one-time 
federal grants to the schools for 
worthy purposes. But it 
opposes 
continuing federal aid lest the gov­ 
ernm ent seek to control that which 
it finances. Medical educators are 
confident 
that 
increased private 
funds will be m ade available to 
schools once their needs become 
m ore widely known.

Voluntary health insurance today 
is paying a record proportion of 
the average A m erican’s total m edi­ 
cal bill, Health inform ation Foun­ 
dation reported today. 
The current issue ol Progress in 
Health Services, the Foundation's 
monthly statistical bulletin, {joints 
out that insurance 
now 
covers 
more than 25 percent of the to­ 
tal guiuai cost of all private health 


services for both insured and unin­ 
sured persons. In 1948. it covered 
some 8 percent. 
In the past eight years, the bul­ 
letin said, the proportion of total 
m edical expenses m et by insur­ 
ance increased about three tim es 
as fast as the proportion of the U. 
S. population covered by Health 
insurance. About 112,000/X*0 Amer­ 
icans now have some form 
of 
health insurance. 
“ The rapid growth of this fin­ 
ancing m echanism in recent years 
has not only helped the individuals 
and fam ilies who pay for medical 
care but has also assured a stable 
source of income to finance the 
services of the individuals and in­ 
stitutions who m ust provide that 
care,” the Foundation noted. 
Despite the growth of health in­ 
surance, however, many families 
still incur sizable charges for serv­ 
ices that their insurance contracts 
don’t cover. This fact was pointed 
up in a nationwide survey conduc­ 
ted by the Foundation with the Na­ 
tional Opinion Research Center of 
the University of Chicago. 
According to 
George 
Bugbee. 
president of 
Health 
Information 
Foundation, “ the full potential of 
voluntary health insurance has not 
been reached.” 
As health insurance is generally 
w ritten today, Mr. Bugbee said, it 
covers the medical costs long con­ 
sidered the most difficult to meet 
—the costs of hospital care and in- 
hospital physicians’ services. Yet 
some families run up high costs 
for m edical services not covered 
by insurance— physicians’ home 
and office calls, drugs, dental care 
and other services. 
It may not be wise to try to cov­ 
er all these expenses through in­ 
surance. Mr. Bugbee stated. “ In 
an average y ear—for the family 
that visits a doctor several tim es 
and has only occasional prescrip­ 
tion costs and routine dental char­ 
ges—these are m ore properly out- 
of-pocket expenses. But 
for 
the 
sm all group with abnorm ally high 
expenses for medical care < and any 
fam ily m ight suddenly find itself 
in this category* there is a great 
need 
for 
broader 
coverage 
to 
spread the risks of serious contin­ 
gencies. 
“ Many Americans, however, are 
still not purchasing adequate cov­ 
erage against the risk involved, 
though they are quick to criticize 
m edical and hospital charges 
in 
tim e of illness. Even though broad­ 
er coverage insurance is growing 
faster than any other type .the gen­ 
eral public does not yet fully un­ 
derstand that such coverage re­ 
quires a greater investm ent 
in 
health insurance—and that broad 
coverage provides rich dividends 
in protection against disruption of 
the family economy.”

They had another gimmick — 
punch boards. This was to bring 
them $100,000 a year in Portland 
alone. Across country, it runs into 
millions and the boys had their 
eyes on some of this take, too. 
So it comes as no surprise to 
the experts here or to the Senate 
com m ittee itself, that public of­ 
ficials 
were 
involved 
and 
that 
charges of bribing highly placed 
elected men are flying as swiftly 
as a handful of coins in the maw 
of a one-armed bandit. 
The sam e report states: 
. The best ways of paying 
graft to law enforcem ent officers 
were:

exposure shows that some unions 
were used to try to muscle in on 
this vast field.
